JOHN MARTIN OF MASSE Y- HARRIS CO. GIVES 
VIEWS OF WINNIPEG WHEAT CONFERENCE 


“The real issues in regard to the 
serious problem of finding ample mar- 
kets for ouur wheat were clearly in- 
dicated in the Four Day Conference 
on Markets for Western farm products 
held last week in Winnipeg” said John 
ifartin, of the Head Office of Maassey- 
Harris Company while on a visit to! 
Winnipeg. 

“Massey-Harris,” he said, “was 
pleased at the initiative taken by 
Premier Bracken in the calling of the 
Conference. The manner in which it 
had been carried out, bringing togeth- 
er as it did the facts and figures of 
the different phases of our wheat pro- 
blem and the consideration given to 
all the basic and fundamental factors 
affecting it, gave promise to the em- 
erging of a more clear cut policy in 
regard to it, which in turn would in- 
dicate a more definite line of action 
to pursue, It was clear from the facts 
brought out that a low price of wheat 
was not the answer, since the coun- 
tries which formerly imported wheat 
now refused to do so, had established 
very much higher prices for domestic 
production. The export market has 
not gone because of economic reasons 
at all, but for political and national 
expediency.” 

‘Two things, therefore, stood out 
quite clearly. First of all the sugges- 
tion of Mr J. H. Wesson, President of 
the Wheat Pool and of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, that effort 


should be concentrated on an endea- 
vor to establish a base or minimum 
price for wheat by the big four wheat 
exporting countries, which would as: 
sure a fair return to the wheat grow: 


er. Admittedly difficult of accomplish: | 


ment, yet nevertheles one very ~ tie- 
finite way to the solution of our pro- 
blem.” 

“Secondly, the suggestion put forth 
by Mr H. L, Griffith, Statistician for 
the United Grain Growers, that a more 
aggressive and effective merchandis-

“It is quite clear from the delibera- 
fons of the entire four day's Confer- 
ence tht in the realization of how ser- 
ious the problem of the marketing of 
our wheat has become that it calls for 


the dropping of many side issues, and! 


for concentrating on the main factors 
which alone will help solve our prob- 
lem.” 

“The problem which uow confronts 
us regarding the marketing of our 
wheat is not only a Western problem 
but the problem of the whole of Can- 
ada, Little is to be gained by the pit- 
ting of rural interests against those 
of urban centres, of agriculture ag- 
ainst industry, or East against West, 
other than to retard the solution to
